On Impo rtance Of 


Lo an Co mpanies 


Speaking on “Consumer Credit,” 
Joe Burris of New Castle ex plained 
to the members of the Rushville 
Lions Club Monday night the im­ 
portant part in economics played 
by finance and loan companies. 
The speaker, assistant secretary 
and investment counsellor for Bud­ 
get Loans Corporation, was in­ 
troduced by James Reynolds who 
collaborated with Harold Jaynes 
to arrange the program. Meeting 
was held at the Durbin Hotel. 
Living standards of Americans 
were claimed by the speaker to be 
the best in the world, and best 
in the history of the nation today. 
Likening 
production, 
distribution 
and consumption to an equilateral 
triangle, he placed consumption at 
the base. 
Financing, he stated, 
keeps up circulation as the con­ 
sumers keep the life blood flow­ 
ing in the structure. 
Mr. Burns related a story of a 
small island economy between a 
tailor, a furniture maker and a 
farmer. Depression and hardship 
were precipitated in the story when 
the farmer decided to stop buy­ 
ing and save his money for two 
years in order to buy new furni­ 
ture. “Saving money is an old­ 
fashioned 
conception,” 
he 
said, 
“ and the ‘spendthrift’ of yester­ 
day is today’s dynamic business­ 
man.” 
Small loan companies are ne 
longer institutions of the improvi­ 
dent, the speaker remarked, when 
you consider that 85% of the used 
cars and 65% of all new cars are 
bought on the installment plan. It 
was emphasized that it takes as 
much credit to buy as it does to 
manufacture. Consumer credit of 
all kinds today was placed at $29 
billion. 
Eight thousand companies in 36 
states are now licensed to lend 
money under 
various 
types 
of 
“small 
loan 
laws.” 
Since 
few 
working men have collateral, bor­ 
rowing money became a privilege 
of the rich. Only “bootleg” money 
from loan sharks was available to 
the average man until legislation 
was enacted to protect both the 
lending company, so that it could

“I appealed to the men to give 
up. After all it’s ail over. The 
breakout has now failed.” 
The priest said the convicts were 
cool to his suggestion and they 
appeared not to be “too much 
afraid of death.” 
Just before noon a dozen uni­ 
formed state police carried several 
heavy box es labeled ‘“gas equip­ 
ment” into the prison. Officials 
would not discuss their intentions.

American business and industry are bull­ 
ish on 1955. A survey of more than 400 in­ 
dustries conducted by the Business and De­ 
fense Services Administration of the Com­ 
merce Department shows a general expecta­ 
tion of better times ahead. 
Perhaps the most symptomatic is the 
forecast that steel production, the bellweth­ 
er of U. S. industrial activity, will rise from 
88,000,000 tons in 1954 to 95,000,000 tons 
this year. Another prime industry, construc­ 
tion, is expected to surge ahead to a record 
$39,500,000,000, compared with $37,000,000,- 
000 in 1954. 
Weakest spots in the economy this year, 
according to the study, will be shipbuilding 
and machine tool manufacturing. The U. 
S. maritime industry was in the doldrums 
last year and though limited subsidy in­ 
centives were enacted by the last session of 
Congress, they will not take hold until the 
latter part of the year. The machine tool in­ 
dustry, which prospers most when defense 
orders are at a peak, could decline as much 
as 33 per cent this year unless a new batch 
of government orders comes to the rescue. 
Returning again to the positive side of the 
ledger is the forecast of the nation’s key re­ 
tailers for a booming ’55. Christmas buy­ 
ing. states a Wall Street Journal roundup, 
leveled most retail stocks, auguring an up­ 
surge of replacement orders in the whole­ 
sale manufacturing pipeline.

When it comes to producing un­ 
wanted seed, most weeds are hard 
to beat. And the champion, to date, 
is Frenchweed. In an experim ent­ 
al pure stand, it produced 
150 
thousand seeds per square yard. 
And you can be sure that the m ar­ 
ket was very much limited. 


But the Rip Van Winkle of all 
seeds comes from the common 
mustard plant. Seeds from this 
weed have hard coats and do not 
germ inate readily. They may re­ 
main in the soil for many years. 
Mustard seeds have germinated 
after being buried in the ground 
for 50 years. 


At a recent weed control con­ 
ference in Fargo, N. D., it was 
pointed 
out that crop 
rotation, 
sum m er fallow, good seeded prep­ 
aration, 
shallow cultivation 
and 
use of good seed are among the 
practices 
recommended 
to keep 
down the weed supply.

WASHINGTON (J* — Once more Sen Know land of 
California, the Republican leader in the Senate, has 
given evidence he will remain a problem to the 
White House. 
He expressed disappointment Monday at whet he 
called the failure of Dag Hammarskjoid, U. N. sec­ 
retary general, to obtain release from Red China of 
ll captured American airmen. Others before him 
had done the same, but it was the way Knowland did 
it that made the difference. 
President Eisenhower had asked Americans to 
avoid talk of “ reprisals or retaliation” against the 
Red Chinese while the United Nations tries to win 
freedom for the fliers imprisoned on spying charges 
the United States has term ed false. 
Earlier, Knowland had called for a blockade of 
China — a reprisal — if Red China did not free the 
airmen. That idea of blockading Red China has been 
in Knowiand's mind almost from the time Eisen­ 
hower stepped into the White House in 1953, although 
the reasons have not always been the same. 
In Eisenhower’s first month in office, while the 
Korean War was still going on, Knowland urged 
that Red China be blockaded. Knowland wasn’t Re­ 
publican Senate leader then He didn’t become lead­ 
er until Sen. Robert A. Taft’s death in the summer 
of 1953 
When Taft became ill, he chose Knowland as act­ 
ing leader. After the Ohioan died, the Republican 
senators — not Eisenhower — ratified the choice. 
Knowland fought hard for Eisenhower on many is­ 
sues but on some he differed with the White House. 
Knowland has said he considers himself in a dual 
role: he represents White House views to the Sen­ 
ate and the Senate’s views to the White House. But 
so far, he could hardly claim to be expressing the 
views of a majority of the Senate when he advo­ 
cates a China blockade. There is no sign of majority 
support to back him. 
Last July, when it was already American policy to 
try to keep Red China out of the U. N., Knowland 
said he would resign his Senate leadership and fight 
to take the United States out of the U. N. if Red 
China was admitted This led Eisenhower to say all 
over again the United States was opposed to U. N. 
membership for the Red Chinese. 
Knowland again moved down an opposite path 
from Eisenhower last November when he denounced 
the idea of coexistence with communism although 
Eisenhower had said peaceful coexistence was the 
hope of the world. 
The only thing thoroughly clear about the state­ 
ments given out by Hammarskjold when he reached 
New York Jan 13 was that he had not obtained the 
release of the fliers, at least yet.

Sales Of Savings 
Bonds Increase 


December sales of U. S. Savings 
Bonds in Rush County were $70,- 
654 compared with $46,962 for the 
corresponding period of 1953, ac­ 
cording to a report made to Roy E. 
Harrold, chairman of the county’s 
U. S. Savings Bonds Committee 
Indiana’s total bond sales for De­ 
cember were $15,339,561 and $12,- 
718,530 for December, 1953 — a gain 
of slightly more than 20 per cent. 
The national gain for the month 
was 17 per cent. 
The state’s Savings Bonds sales 
program for 1954 was concluded 
with one of the best monthly sales 
records of the year. A total of sixty- 
five of Indiana’s ninety-two coun­ 
ties, or approximately 70 per cent, 
reported sales increases over the 
corresponding period of 1953. This 
heavy support of the Savings Bonds 
program was provided at a time 
when Indiana citizens were record­ 
ing the greatest volume of holiday 
buying in the state’s history. 
Jack Storms, director of the In­ 
diana U. S. Savings Bonds Division, 
said the substantial sales gain was 
very gratifying.
